The colonel, believing that the country is menaced by the presence of Woodrow Wilson in 
the White House, will acquiesce in the nomination of Hughes for President and Fairbanks for 
Vice-President. He will make a statement to the Progressive National Committee after he has 
studied Mr. Hughes's message of acceptance, in which he will declare it to be the duty of all good 
citizens, irrespective of party, to support the Republican nominees. He will enter the campaign 
and do whatever he can in the interest of the Republican ticket. 

Mr. Roosevelt has not concealed his disgust with the foreign policies of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. Because of his desire to rid the country of Wilson he appreciated the imperative need 
of unifying the opposition to the Democraty. He began his move toward harmony shortly after 
the outbreak of the war, and he has gone farther and in that direction. His telegram to 
former Senator Jackson of Maryland, expressing a willingness to appear before the Republican 
convention and address it if invited by the convention, contained an earnest plea for fusion,

Thor Raje, an instructor of music 
with @ studio at No. 642 South 
Spring street, filed suit yesterday 
against EB. T. Bari for libel aggregat- 
ing $30,000 damages, alleging that a 
story published in the Tribune June 
12, 1916, was not true, fair, impar- 
tial or reasonable report of a trial of 
a suit brought by Mr. Raje against 
Mrs. Emma J. Rich for alleged 
breach of contract. 

Mrs. Rich is the grandmother of 
Priscilla Simpson, who are joined as 
defendants in the libel action.

In 
reporting the case tried by Judge 
Hewitt, the Tribune printed a pic- 
ture of Priscilla in male attire, and 
featured incidents which Mr. Raje 
states were obtained from the girl 
and her grandmother, taking their 
version and statements and not tak- 
ing the statements and the evidence 
of the winesses.

REDLANDS ONE OF THE BEAUTY 
SPOTS OF COUNTRY, 


to Make City at Head of San 
Bernardino Valley Noted World 
Over—Along the Zanja. 


BY ROSE D. ELLERBE. 


Redlands, lying high and smiling 
on her heights, ig one of the most 
beautiful spots in this country. And 
She is steadily adding beauty to 
beauty. ‘ 

Her Smiley Heights is already 
world-famous for the wonderful 
growth of trees and flowers and 
shrubbery upon a barren ridge and 
for the marvelous views gained from 
its crests. The generous spirit of 
the Smiley brothers, who were the 
fairy god-fathers of the town, not 
only during their lives, but in the 
permanent gifts which are their best 
monument, keeps this private park 
bpen to the public. A number of 
Other fine private parks along the 
commanding hills add to the beauty 
of the city, while the many orange 
groves and the handsome shade trees 
along the streets are a part of Red- 
lands’s charm. ; 

Central Park, with entrance fro 
one of the principal business streets, 
extends through four blocks. In one 
corner, on Orange street, stands the 
City Hall. 
pride of Redlands, Smiley library, is 
surrounded by spacious and beauti- 
fully kept grounds. Beyond this is 
an outdoor amphitheater, with a 
seating capacity for 2000. Here the 
municipal band gives concerts; here 
on Sunday evenings through the 
summer the churches unite in an 
outdoor service; public meetings are 
held here in the open air. 

The latest addition to Redlands 
attractions is Syivan Park, which 
has been created within the past 
three or four years.

Pienic parties 
abound, from the sifigle family to 
the church or school celebration. 

Along the Zanja, on the univer- 
sity campus is a natural Greek thea- 
ter. Here every year a “Zanja Fiesta” 
is staged by the students as a part 
of commencement festivities. It is 
a beautiful and distinctive affair, 
possible only with such a setting and 
spirit. This year a Chinese play, 
“Little Almond Byes,” Which gives 
opportunity for unusually beautiful 
effects, ig to be staged kere under 
the trees beside the babbling waters 
of the Zanja.

HURCH’S ATTITUDE 
TOWARD MARRIAGE. 


PRIEST SAYS WORST ENEMY OF 
FAMILY IS DIVORCE. 


Feminist Movement Called Re- 
markable Phenomenon of Social 
Life—Holds Certain Chutches 
Responsible for Movement Lead- 
_ ing to Free Love, 


More divorces are granted propor- 
tionately in Los Angeles than in 4l- 
most any other city in this coun- 
try, every year, Rev. James F. Rear- 
don, pastor of St. Anthony's Catho- 
lic Church, Long Beach, said Thurs- 
day- evening In an address at a pub- 
lic meeting at Columbus Auditorium, 


under the auspices of the Knights 
of Columbus. 

Father Reardon spoke on “The 
Attitude of the Catholic Church 
Toward Marriage.” He the 
evils of divorce cannot be enumer- 
ated; that divorce is the worst en- 


responsible for some of the most 
ee habits in private and public 
ife. 

“One of the most remarkable 
phenomena of the social life of th 
century,” Father Reardon said, “ 
the movement aemong womankind 
for a readjustment of the relations 
between mah and woman. The 
movement affects all spheres of life. 
It makes most noise in the sphere 
of politics. 

“In as much as the affairs of the 
state have their root in the affairs 
of the family, it is to the family 
we must look for the cause of the 
disturbance. There would seem to 
be something wrong with many of 
the current ideas concerning the re- 
lationship between husband and 
wife. The fact, indeed, is that in 
many quarters of the Catholic ideal 
of the great sacramesgt of matri- 
mony has been o : 

“The protective love of the hus- 
band toward the wife has been 
changed to overbearing tyranny. The 
loving acquiescence on the part of 
the wife has been construed into a 
servile obedience, and the outrage 
on both nature and grace has ren- 
dered the mutual life irksome be- 


yond endurance. As a result, ideas | 


have become prevalent which tell 
both against the sanctity of the 
married state and the indissolubility 
of its bond. 

“The marriage bond is a law of 
nature and a mutual agreement by 
which a man and @ womans give 
themselves to each other until death, 
and this chiefly for the sake of the 
highest interest of the children 
which shall be born to them. 

“When certain churches which 
ought to guard the sanctity of the 

e show themselves willing 
to accommodate the lower senses of 
man, we must not be surprised when 
non-religious bodies speak openly in 
defiance of divine law and wun- 
ashamed make protestations of free 
love. This has come to pass, and it 
is high time for Catholics to raise 
a voice in protest and rally them- 
sel¥Ves anew around the Holy Fa- 
the?, who watches the sacrament of 
so anxiously and careful- 


y. 

“Let it that the marriage 
state With difficulties. But 
the half-hearted partner who real- 


izes that divorce is an easy way of 
escape will make no effort to live 
im peace and make that married life 
better. Then comes the sad spec- 
tacle of the mother ieft with her 
children or, perhaps, a father left 
with a house full of children. The 
church admits the difficulties, but. 
like the yoke of Christ, they will be 
sweet and easy to bear if we will 
only try to improve conditions and 
spread the good parts of our exist- 
ence over our short run of life.” 


MEERSCHAUM IS SCARCE. 


Mines Worked for Thousand Years 
are In War Zohe. 

{Minneapolis Journal: ] If the 
shade of the smokers’ pipe were of 
as much moment as the hue of mi- 
lady's epring costume, the possible 
shortage in the meerschaum market 
might have attracted as much atten- 
tion in America, since the beginning 
of the war, as has the interruption 
of our aniline dye trade with Ger- 
many, for the main source of the 
world’s supply of this earthy min- 
eral lies in the zone of hestilities. 
The National Geographic Society 
gives some little known facts about 
the meerschaum mines of Eskisehr. 
the Moslem city of 20,000 people 
which lies 200 miles south of Con- 
stantinople, on the banks of the 
Pureak Su, in Asia Minor. 

Meerschaum, which derives § its 
name from the fact that particles 
of it were discovered floating on the 
Biack Sea, giving rise to the belief 
that it was petrified seafoam. has 
been dug from the alluvial deposits 
in the plains near HEski-sehr for a 
thousand years. Some of the meer- 
schaum beds, located about eighteen 
miles from the city, have as many 
as 2000 openings. Here 4000 Kurds 
and Persians, in groups of from three 
to fifteen, burrow through yard-wide 
holes to depths and from twenty to 
200 feet, working night and day. un- 
der the flickering light of ofl lamps. 
The lumps of mineral clay which 
they seek are commercially valuable 
in nodules as small as a hazienut. 
while occasionally pieces as large as 
apples are found. 

When the meerschaum is first 
brought to the surface, it has a 
grayish or yellowish tinge and is so 
soft that it can be scraped with a 
knife. In the summer it is left to 


dry in the sun, but in the winter it 
is placed in ovens where it is sub- 


emy of families and States, and is, 


jected to a steady temperature day| 
and night for nine days, when it 
becomes snow white and loses two- 
thirds of its weight. After being 
rubbed with flannel and polished 
with wax, it is wrapped in cotton 
and sent to Austria or America, to be 
resoaked in water until it is so soft 
that it can be cut like cheese, after 
which it is sawn into convenient pipe 
shape, elaborately carved if de- 
sired, and fitted with amber stems 
from Germany. Before the war the 
value of Eski-sehr's meerschaum 
exports was more than $1,300,000 
annually. 


INDUSTRIAL LEADERSHIP. 


Men at the Head Must be Able to 
Command Public Confidence. 
[Engineering Magazine:] All great 
movements, whether for good or for 
evil, originate in the mind of some 
leader, and so important is this man 
that these movements are often 
known for thousands of years by his 
name, Christianity, Mohammedan- 
iam and the other great religions 
- ia world bear testimony to this 


All great inventions and enter- 
prises not only have their origin in 
the mind of some leader, but they 
must be carried out under competent 
leadership. There is no factor that 
comes to the front at so many points 
as leadership; for it is not only the 
man who conceives the idea of an 
enterprise that must be a leader, but 
s0 must be all of those under him 
who have to direct the activities of 
other men. The manager, the super- 
intendent and the foreman must al! 
be leaders if they would get the best 
results. If we would stand at the 
head of industry we must develop 
such methods of training our leaders 
as wil] enable them to command the 
confidence and support of the men 
with whom they have to deal. This 
subject has been given but little at- 
tention in the past, and in conse- 
quence our leaders have been largely 
selected at random, with the result 
that there are in this country no 
generally accepted principles of in- 
dustrialism along the lines of which 
advancement can best be made. Not 
until we have determined the prin- 
ciples on which industrial develop- 
ment must be based, and accepted 
the lines along which our leaders 
must be trained, can we expect any 
harmonious development. 


PAY FORTUNES FOR SEEDS. 


Fourteen Millions Dollars a Year 
Paid by Kansas Yarmers. 

{New York Sun:}) Kansas spents 
about $14,000,000 annually for the 
seed necessary to pliant the acreage 
devoted to the State's * principal 
crops, according to an estimate made 
public by J. C. Mohler, Secretary 
of the Kansas State Board of Agri- 
culture, He points out that the 
estimate is based on last year’s acre- 
age and prices. 

“Two thirds d?*the $14,000,000 is 
for wheat seed,” the report says. 
“Kansas seeds each year more wheat 
than many States harvest. The value 
of the sorghum planted fer forage 
comes next, amounting to $1,205,814, 
while the oats sown is third, 
amounts to $1,146,907. . 

“It seems rather surprising that 
it only cost $602,800 for the seed to 
plant the State's corn acreage, and 
taking the run of the years, corn is 
Kansas's most valuable product. 
More than $500,000 each 
year for Irish potato , 

“Assuming that the average life 
of a stand of alfaifa in Kansas is 
ten years, ny that one-tenth, there- 
fore, is sown each year, there would 
be required seed worth 
mately $380,000. Barley, which is 
grown mostly in Western Kansas, 
requires an annual outlay of more 
than $200,000 for seed, and the 
clover seed sown each year is prob- 
ably worth $15,000. The rye sown 
annually is rated at $86,000. It 
only cost about $65,000 for the seed

Wolter is a place hitter, and very 
sure. He has a way of picking out 
the faulty spots in the opposing 
club’s defense, and using them to 
advantage. In addition to being a 
good batsman, he is what is known 
as a “smart” hitter. Johnny Lush 
rates him as the best hitter in the 
league, and any number of other 
pitchers have told me the same 


thing. 

Ping Bodie has a wallop, but does 
not land on the ball with the same 
killing force as Brief. Many of his 
wallops take the form of long fies, 
and this handicaps him in a big park 


where the outfielders can play back 


for him. Still, Ping’s average, com- 
plied in the six parks of the league, 
which have fences at dis- 
tances, will be found to be pretty fair 
at all times. 

Among the other leaders, Fitzger- 
ald gets a lot of clean ones, and adds 
many points to his percentage by his 
ability to beat out infield drives. Hé 
is in no sense a “lucky” hitger. 
Southworth's drives, whilé not un- 
usually hard, are sharp clean. 
Gardner is a straightaway i hitter, 
and aims at the fence. Rube gets 
comparatively few infield hits. Most 
of Kenworthy'’s hits are open and 
above board, Whilie can either beat 
‘em out, or put "em against the fence.

Willard’s Hotel during the 

days when the city of Washington was 
practically cut off from the north and was, 
to all intents and purposes, in the hands of 
southern sympathizers. 

Citizens generally had taken down their 
Union flags. There was none to be seen 
fiying during these three days on any build- 
ing in the capital with the exception of 
those on the government departments and 
this historic emblem of Old Glory. Mr.

several flags of particular interest. One of 
these is a large Wnited States flag which 
was taken from the Confederate vessel, 
Black Warrior, in the fight at Blizabeth 
City February 10, 1862. 

This skirmish 7 just after the 
work of the navy at Roanoke Island, and 
the fleet was sent to take Elizabeth City. 
After being driven from Roanoke Island 
the Confederates collected the remnants 
of their forces and made a gallant stand 
at Elizabeth City, where they thought they 
could guard the approaches to the Dismal 
Swamp Canal. With a number of the large 
ships of their flotilla the Black Warrior was 


burned, 


While ft was burning, William F. Gragg, 
who was an officer on board the Whitehead, 
which gave chase to the Black Warrior, 
was ordered to board the latter, put out 
her fires, guide her into deep waters and 
take charge. He boarded the vessel, but 
had no means of extinguishing the fire, 
which had gained headway: Looking about 
to see what he could find, the flag in ques- 
tion was the one thing which attracted 
his gaze. 

It was spread out upon a cabin table, 
where the officers could see it. Seizing it, 
he left the gthip, which rapidly burned to 
the waters’ edge and sank. Later the en- 
sign was used upon the Gen. Putman and 
upon the Young Rover in several conflicts. 

How this flag; containing thirty-two 
small stars, with one large star in the 
center, could have found its way into a 
Confederate vessel ig a mystery, but it is 
Capt. Gragg’s belief that the officers of the 
Black Warrior joined the Confederacy aft- 
er they had received their education at 
Annapolis and could not quite give up the 
old flag, and that it was kept in sight for 
sentimental reasons.

Crabs, shrimp, seashells, in fact nearly 
every? marine creature ié edible, while the 
gigantic holethurians, or sea-cucumbers, so 
abundant in many tropical seas, are con- 
midered a. great delitacy by many racés, 
and the industry of gathering, drying and 
shipping these is very important in Malay- 
sian and Australian waters. 

Dried and prepared for market, these 
creatures are known as beche-de-mer, and 
fetch a good price in the Japanese, Chinese, 
Greek and Southern European markets. 
The octopus, or devil-fish, is also eaten ex- 
tensively in China, Japan, Greece and the 
West Indies, and when this repulsive-look- 
ing creature is pounded into a pulp and 
made into soup it is, it is claimed, excel- 
lent. 

In the West Indies the natives are very 
fond of the great treelizards known as 
iguanas. These often attain a length of 
five or six feet, and the meat is white, ten- 
der and much like chicken in flavor. In 
those islands also flourishes a “land frog” 
esteemed to be a great delicacy by natives 
and Buropeans alike. These big tropical 

@ are eaten whole, and are either fried, 

led or stewed, tasting so Inuch like 
chicken or quail that they are commonly 
called “mountain chicken” when served on 
hotel tables.

In New Zealand there occurs a grub 
which lives in the earth and which is often 
affected by_a fungus growth that aprings 
from its neck and pushes upward to the 
surface of the earth. These worm-grown 
mushrooms are gathered and eaten and are 
said to be very delicious when properly 
cooked. 

Poubtiess fhany other inaects are edible, 
and, as has been said, the Chinese even 
devour the chrysalis of the silkworm after 
the silk is unwound from the cocoon. They 
are fried in butter, with the yolk of an ess 
added, and are said to be very fine. 


For each bud gathered a magnifi- 
cent tree is destroyed, and in many places 
one May see dozens of the towering dead 
trunks that once bore crowns of glossy 
green leaves, but which have been sacri- 
ficed for a few cénts’ worth of the mountain 
cabbage. 

“In Africa and South America baked mon- 
key is a delicacy. Armadillos baked in their 
own shells, whale and porpoise steaks and 
alligator tails are all esteemed viands, in 
various quarters, but it is only in a few lo- 
calities that one may sample flying-fish cut- 
lets and sea-eggs. 


Barbfldos and the Antilles are 
the headquarters for of these delica- 
cles, and while the former is one of the 
finest “of edible fish, as much cannot be said 
of the latter. The sea-egg is in reality a 
large species of sea-urchin, and 44 used for 
the table when filled with roe or ture 
eggs. They are mushy, unappetizing ob- 
jects, and taste much like sandy soup flav- 
ored with fish. 

Not a few commentators have stumbled 
over the statement that John the Baptist 
“did eat locusts.” Not aware that in.the 
East locusts dre eaten, even to this day, 
they have suggested that some sort of bean 
is meant. 

Locusts are today eaten in Arabia, pretty 
much as they were in bibical times. For- 
eigners as well as natives déclare that they 
are really an excellent article of diet. They 
are best boiled. 

The long, or “ ing” legs, must be pulled 
off, and the locust is held by a wing and 
dipped into salt before it is eaten. As to 
flavor, the insect is said to taste like green 
wheat. 

The red locust is more palatable than the 
green. Some say that the female is red and 
the male green, but others contend that all 
are green at first, whatever the sex. 

Locusts must be caught in the morning, 
for then they are benumbed by the cold, and 
their wings are damp with the dew, so that 
they cannot fly. They may be found in 
Arabia clustered in hundreds under the des- 
ert bushes, and they can be literally shoveled 
into a bag or basket. 

Later the sun dries their wings, and it is

Bamboo shoots taste like asparagus, acorns 
and pine-nuts are made into flour and meal:

seeds are ysed in the same way. 

In many parts of the American tropics 
the natives gather the leaf bud of the 
royal palm, and this great, white, smooth, 
eylindrical mass is sold as mountain cab- 
Dage and is cooked In a variety of ways. 
Stewed, fried or roasted, it is splendid, 
and eaten raw it tastes like fresh, crisp 


semble what we call May-fiies. They fly side- 
wise, drifting as it were before the wind. 

They devour everything vegetable, and 
are devoured by everything animal: desert 
larks and bustards, ravens, hawks and buz- 
zards like them. The camels munch them 
in with their food; the greyhounds run snap- 
ping after them all day long, and eat as many 
as they can catch. The Bedouins often give 
them to their horses. r 

The Utah Indians used to gather and roast 
grasshoppers, and when the creatures were 
plentiful, the red men organized veritable 
“drives.” A crowd of men and children beat 
the grass, and drove the insects into a pit 
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until a great mass had been collected. 
They then scooped out the “hoppers,” put 
them in a bag, and shook them about with 
a number of almost red-hot stones until they 
were roasted. They then poured out the 
contents of the bag, ground them into meal, 
added flour or grass-seeds, and made the 
mixture into cakes that even white men 
found good. 


There exists in the southwestern States 
and in Mexico a species of large ant known 
as the honey-ant. The colonies build nests 
underground, with extensive galleries open- 
ing into broad chambers. The workers visit 
the plantdice on the trees, and take from 
them the sweet secretion called honey dew; 
and they get a similar substance from cer- 
tain oak-galls. They eat a little, but carry 
most of it home, and feed it to the home 
keeping workers. These eat only as much of 
the ,sweet liquid as they need to sustain 
life. The rest they stow away in their crops 
until they cannot hold another drop. These 
“repletes,” as they are called, cannot move, 
but cling quietly!to the roofs and walls of 
the chambers, and may Meep their stores for 
months, perhaps years, unless there comes a 
time of scarcity in the hive. Then the ac- 
tive members of the colony draw upon the 
food reserve kept by the repletes, who dis- 
gorge it, drop by drop, for the benefit of their 
hungry fellow-citizens. As there may be 
200 or 300 of these living honey-bags in each 
nest chamber, each as large as a pea, and 
filled with pure fruit sirup, the Indians and 
Mexicans think this is a store well worth 
hinting for; and having dug out a nest, they 
eat the sweet morsels like candy. 

The Australian aborigines and Pacific Is- 
landers, the negroes of southern Africa and 
the Indians of Central and South America 
are all fond of ants, and of their relatives, 
the white termites. One traveler gives an 
account of this as he saw it in Guiana. He 
relates that at the beginging of the rainy 
Season, when the winged termites—the 
males—leave their nests, the Indlans make 
large fires at evening, and the insects, at- 
tracted by the light, swarm about them, 
scorch their wings, and fall Uke rain to the 
ground. Then the Indiang sweep them up, 
and eat them in, handfuls. They also knotk 
down wasps’ nests, pick the grubs out of the 
cells, and devour them. : 

In Lake Tezcoco, and other. shallow bodies 
of water in the valleys of Mexico, a fly 
(Ephydra,) not unlike the housesfly, deposits 
its eggs in the marshes by the million. These 
eggs are called “water wheat.” The natives 
collect them, pound them into a paste, boil 
them in corn-husk wrappers, and send them 
to the city markets. Mixed with beaten hens’ 
_ ges, they are a very popular dish, especially 
in Lent.

~ The Pelican Legend. 

Perhaps the strangest of all legends per- 
taining to birds is that-of the pelican, said 
to have been the third bird to emerre 
from Noah's ark. It still thrives as an- 
cient a type among birds as the badger is 
among quadrupeds. The legend of the peli- 
can is: “The pelican turenth her beak 
against her breast, and therewith pierceth 
it till the blood gusheth out, wherewith she 
nourisheth her young.” 

On examination, the legend explains it- 
self. The distinctive features of the pell- 
can are its enormous Dill, with the com- 
mensurate pouch depending from the lower 
mandible. So great is the capacity of this 
pouch and so considerable its strength, that 
the natives of many countries to this day 
convert it into a very serviceable bag. The 
upper mandible términates fn a hook, which 
curves over the lip of the lower, and is of 
a reddish color. The tint of the feathers 
is, in the words of the poet, “pearly white, 
ut ruby-tinctured.” 

It may be assumed, the above facts being 
premises, that the two or three eggs laid 
by the mother bird have been hatched. Then 
the parents begin to realize that the cares 
of paternity are heavy indeed. The amount 
of food consumed by the young pelicans 
is As pelicans derive the whole 
of their sustenance from the water and 
feed almost exclusively on fish, the use

Whether they are wading GF 
swimming, they dredge and scoop out thelr 
prey into the pouch, where it passes through 
some amount of maceration before being 
given to the young. 


At this point enters that curious act to 
which the observers of so many ages have-¢ 


given an incorrect interpretation. 

In order to eject the contents of the 
pouch, the bird presses its bill strongly 
and with -a kind of spasmodic action 
‘against its breast, and the pinkish hue of 
its feathers, the red-tipped bill, and often 
enough the blood of its captured victims, 
combine to produce the effect that gave 
birth to the legend. 

This tradition seems to have found cre- 
dence throughout the world, and the pro- 
verbial “pelican in her piety” took root 


both as a symbol and as a phrase. By de- 


grees the figure of the pelican feeding her 
young developed into a common emblem 
of charity, the use of which prévailed in 
southern Europe. The figure is sometimés 
found carved in wood or stone work of 
ancient English churches, and is still used 
as a symbolic emblem of charity. The 
pelican is often used, too, as an ornament 
of the lectern in Episcopal churches.

A Retrospective Glance.

fonable. A retrospective glance at the his- 
tory of poultry breedizig will reveal, how- 


the remarkable phase of their birds being 
of those breeds that breeders of today 
have largely discarded as belonging to the 
egg-laying varieties. As late as 1899 Robin- 
~ som, in his book “Poultrycraft,” made no 
. mention of egg-laying contests, but did 
classify egg-production as ordinary, extraor- 
dinary and remarkable. Hens in the first 
class produced from six to ten dozen eggs 
per year; those in the second class from 
ten to fourteen dozen per year; and those 
fm the remarkable list anything over the 
latter number. It was his opinion that no 
matter what might be said of the desirabil- 
ity of reaching an average of 200 (or more) 


eges per year per hen, the cold fact is that 


@ twelve dozen per hen flock is an uncom- 
monly good bunch of hens; such a record 
speaks well for its care and management. 
This is as true of fowls today as it was 
twenty years ago. 

As an instance of a breed gone out of 
fashion, take the Cochins, Twenty-five 
years ago they were among the most pop- 
ular of our domestic poultry, not only as a 
bird of beauty, especially the Buffs, but 
also as a meat and egg breed. In the °80’s 
the Cochins (all varieties) congtituted the 
largest class in the Los Angeles show, while 
as early as 1852, in, the Cottage Gardener 
of England, it was ' stated that thirty-five 
Cochin hens from January 1 to December 
6 of the previous year had laid 5445 eggs, 
which works out an average of 155.57. And 
in the same publication rather more than a 
year later the records of a couple of hens 
are given, one of which laid 174 eggs in 199 
days, and another 137 eggs in 166 days. 
And what about the Langshan boom of 
about the same period—a breed that not 
Only produ eges but possessed the hap- 
py faculty doing so principally during 
the winter months. About this same period 
there was much interest in the Light 
Brahma, a really magnificent breed of the 
ASiatic class. Those of our readers among 
the older breeders and fanciers will recall 
the Silverstein strain, with the wonderful 
hen that produced 287 eggs in a trifle over 
ten months. In those days Cochins, Brah- 
Mas and Langshans were live topics of dis- 
cussion in the poultry press. What has be- 
come to the progeny of these flocks with 
wonderful performances to their credit? If 
Prolificness is racial and not merely indi- 
vidual, their perpetuation should cg@rtainly 
be in evidence. Why-have they “run out?” 


Round Worms and Their Control. 


_ There are two kinds of worms or in- 
ternal parasites that affect poultry, viz., 
the round worms (Ascaris inflexa) and the 
tape wirm, the latter not nearly so fre 
quent as the former. Birds affected cease 
to be pivfitable, becoming emaciated, and 
present « decidedly unkempt appearance; 
they ofte:, suffer from a diarrhoea or con- 
stipation, , oung birds being the most seri- 
ously affec, ed.

parasites, bi«is affected pass the egg and 
often the witms in the droppings, where 


the former sare resistant to dryness, and. 


ordinarily do not hatch until taken into 
the alimentary canal of the next fowl. In 
this way a whole flock may soon become 
contaminated. 

Remedial measures are both medicinal 
and sanitary. A late bulletin from the Call- 
fornia Agricultural Experiment Station says 
that tobacco stems, when finely chopped, 
steeped in water for two hours and mixed 
with the mash are readily eaten by the 
fowis and give uniformly good results. 
For 100 fowls take one pound finely chopped 
tobacco stems; keep these for two hours in 
enough water to keep them covered; mix 
this liquid, also the stems, with ground feed 
sufficient for one-half the usual feeding. 
Before this is fed the fowls should be pre- 
pared by reducing the feed on the previous 
evening to one-half the customary ration. 
On the day of treatment to food should be

(eleven ounces per 100 fowls) has been dis- 


solved. The treatment should be repeated 


in seven days. Chicks may receive the 
same treatment, the normal ration of food 
for the different ages, taking care of their 
proportion of tobacco. Bpsom salts rather 
than Glauber’s salts is given as a physic 
for the reasdhn that the former dissolves 
much more rapidly, making a permanent 
solution (the latter crystallizes on stand- 
ing) and is apparently eaten more readily 
than in the latter. The tobacco treatment 
costs but 10 cents per hundred fowls, and 
is therefore most economical. 

As a disinfectant agency it is recom- 
mended that all the filth and loose surfaee 
dirt be removed from the affected yards, 
then sprinkle with a solution of 1 to 1000 of 
bichloride of mercury (corrosive sublimate 
one ounce to eight gallons of water.) Per- 
sons using the bichloride of mercury must 
take into account its very poisonous nature. 
Open vessels of the solution must not be 
accessible te dogs, cats, poultry or other 
domesticated animals. Keep vessels (wood 
receptacies should be used) containing the 
disinfectant well covered and properly 
labeled “poison.” 


Commercial Pigeon Culture. 


The growing of pigeons to supply the 
demand for squabs has long been recognized

Russia’s Babel of Peoples. 

{Manchester Guardian: ] The Russian 
equivalent of the Publishers’ Circular has 
just issued the 1915 statistics of our ally’s 
book-production. During the year 26,044 
new titles were registered, against 32,338 
in 1914 and 34,006 in 1918. The statistics 
throw an interesting light on the question 
of Russia's smaller nationalities. Here the 
figures for 1915 have in many cases dropped 


heavily owing to the German invasion. Six 
hundred and seventy Polish titles were 
registered, against 1391; 270 in Lettish, 
against 951; 284 in Esthonian, t 502; 
159 in. Armenian, against 192; 193 Yid-

THE FIRST THAIN CARRIED $2,000,000 IN

HITE HORSE (Yukon Territory.)—I 
have just taken a trip over the first 
railway line ever built in Alaska. 
This is “the White Pass” that runs from 
Skagway over the coast range to White 
Horse, at the headwaters of the Yukon. The 
road was built when the Klondike gold ex- 
citement was at its height. It was to carry 
passengers over the mountains to where they 
could get ship for Dawson. The work was 
begun in 1898, and finished less than two 
years later when the first passenger train, a 
line of flat cars, brought out gold dust to the 
amount of $2,000,000. 


The White Pass railway is only 111 miles

have gone on into wield and those who 
make the long trip down the Yukon to 
Nome are fewer still. The White Pass 
railway controls the rail and river transpor- 
tation all. the way from Skagway to Nome. 


Well Built and Well Managed. 


feed was wel planned and well built. 
It‘has been well managed from the start, and 
notwithstanding the peavy snowfallis, it has, 
for the most of the time, been kept open 
throughout the winter. It has rotary snow 
plows attached to the engines which wil) cut 
a path twelve feet deep through the drifts, 
and its gdministration is such that all slides 
are quickly repaired. 

The accidents ghat occurred during the 
buflding of the road were few. At one place 
an engine jumped over the cliffs, but the 
men raised it with block and tackle, and it is 
still its work.

tons fell from the side of the mountain and 
crushed two workmen who were blasting the 
way.for the track. The rock was so heavy 


as big as a house that hung over the tent 
of the saloonist, told him in the hearing of 
the gambler to blast that rock out of the 
way by 5 o'clock the next morning.

_ Typical Realty History. 
OWN in Riverside county in the south- 
eastern corner of California along 
the Colorado River they are building a 
piece of railroad. This is not the only thing 
they are doing down in Imperial county, for 
in fact everything is doing there every day 
in the week. The railroad is Known as the 
California Southern. Fifteen miles of it 


Verde Valley, 
miles. They are planning a great “blow-cut” 
at Blythe Junction on the Fourth of July to 
celebrate the completion of the road, and 
well they may, for it means much to that 
town and to all that section of country. 


The history of this district is typical of 
real estate transactions in California for two 
generations. Away back in the late sixties 
the Surveyor-General of California was down 
there and saw the possibilities of the coun- 
try. He induced Thomas Blythe, a capitalist 
of San Francisco, to join him in purchasing 
40,000 acres of land in what is now known as 
the Palo Verde Valley. They held it for 
about ten years, doing little with it, and 
then in 1877 they took water from the Colo- 
rado River to irrigate an extensive tract of 
their holdings. Among other things they 
planted a vineyard of 1000 acres, raised al- 
falfa upon irrigated fields, and stocked the 
fields with cattle. A few years later both 
these pioneers died, and litigation stopped 
the improvement of the lands until the 
Blythe estate was finally settled in 1904. In 
1906 the Palo Verde Land and Water Com- 
pany acquired the tract and proceeded to de- 
velop it. During the ten years since that 
time they have spent $1,000,000 on improve 
ment work on the land, principally in bring- 
ing im water, and the tract now has 120 miles 
of main canals. 

The district contains a total of 100,000 
acres of land, all capable of high cultivation. 
During the present year there are 5000 acres 
planted to cotton in the valley, and this 
fiber plant does so well there that there is 
an expectation of planting 10,000 acres next 
season. Many cotton-growers gather two 
bales to the acre, and the average is a bale 
and a third. Alfalfa and the cereals do excel- 
lentiy on the land. It is barely six years 
since the town of Blythe was founded, and 
it now boasts 700 inhabitants. several stores, 
a newspaper, a bank, a creamery and ice 
plant, a grain elevator, a grade school, a 
high school, a soda worss. a garage. a 
bakery, two cotton gins and a cottonil 
mill, two machine shops, two lumber yards,

In the foothill 
districts throughout Southern California the 
sweet corn is in tassel, the Earliana to- 
matoes are already coming to good size, and 
the happy gardeners have been well sup 
plied with string beans, radishes, carrots, 
turnips and all the holdovers from the 
winter garden. 

‘The three best planting periods for the 
home garden are April-May, June-July and 
September-October, with the latter planting 
time really standing in highest favor by ex- 
perienced people. The June-July planting is 
one of extra care and heavy garden respon- 
sibilities. Intelligent attention must be 
given to irrigation and cultivation. If you 
will do this at the right moment without al- 
lowing the young plants to suffer at any 
time, you will make perfectly satisfactory 
headway. 

It is time for a second planting of beans, 
cucumbers, lettuce, okra, parsnips and car- 
rots. It is the very last call for planting 
watermelons; be therefore diligent.

If you have grown celery plants or 
secure strong plants, this month of June 
the time to get them into your garden. Set 
them in furrows, three feet apart and six 
inches deep, and the plants six inches apart 
in the furrows, but never allow any dirt to 
rest on the heart of the celery.. 

The handling of celery in a commercial 
way varies largely from home garden prac- 
tice. Celery is a rank feeder. If you have 
failed with it before, it will pay you to 
try again; and before digging the trench 
spade in a plentiful supply of well-rotted 
horse manure. When the soil is prepared, 
dig a trench five inches deep with a wheel- 
hoe. You ought to be able to get plants 
at about $1 per hundred. Set the plants 
out late in the afternoon and give them a 
thorough watering, and it is also well to 
clip off the tops of the plants to avoili wilt- 
ing. Next provide a shelter for the newl 
transplanted seedlings with a strip of board 
to protect them from the hot rays of the sun

tied up or given good support, so that the 
vines may lay laterally along a@ frame a foot 
or so from the ground, remember the cau- 
tion not to allow egg plants to suffer for 
want of water, and remember that from now 
on thorough irrigation is your principal 
problem. 

If you have the garden space, your plant- 
ings of corn should be continued at inter- 
vals of every two weeks. Corn planted in 
June will have the most favorable weather 
for its development, and doubtless will be 


should not lose one plant in a thousand. 
As the celery plants begin to grow, cul- 
tivate freely, gradually filling up the five- 
inch furrow, but avoid getting dirt into the 
heart of the plant, as this checks natural 
growth, and spoils the shape of the stalk. 
Occasionally during the summer, as prelim- 
inary to the fall handling, run the cult! 
vator down the line with the hoes set wide 
apart. This draws the dirt close up to the 
plant and begins the bank. 

When the plants average seven or eight 
inehes in height they will be ready to 
handle. Loosen the earth well and draw it 


up close to the PlAftse WIth @ hand or wheel- 
hoe. You then gather each bunch of celery 
in one hand, drawing the dirt up around the 
stalks and packing it In place. The object 
of this is to give the plant an upright, firm 
and compact growth. 

Blanching, which gives the celery its desir- 
able whiteness, begins about a month later. 
There are several processes—earthing, pa- 
per and board. In earthing the plants are 
packed to their crowns. To blanch with 
paper either roll each plant in a piece of 
building paper, tied with a string, or use 
a strip of tar paper spread along the entire 
line and kept in place by wooden pins. 
Board blanching is the simplest and most 
satisfactory method. Pin the planks on 
either side of the row, leaving about two 
inches between the top edges. This is suf- 
ficient to keep the light from the stalka. 
And three or four weeks after this, the 
stalks should be ready to dig out, wash, and 
place on the table. 


Cucumber Difficulty. 


Many people have found it difficult to 
raise cucumbers successfully in heavy clay 
soil. If you have the time, you might try 
this experiment, and you will undoubtedly 
get very fine cucumbers this year: Make a 
hole in the ground about twice the diameter 
of a nail keg or kerosene oil can. Then 
set the can or keg, with many small holes 
bored into it, in the center of the hole and 
fill the space around it with good rich dirt. 
Then fill the keg with good stable manure— 
well a top layer of soll to pre- 
vent evaporation. Plant your cucumbers in 
the earth around the keg or can. As soon 
as they begin to send out roots, you should 
begin to feed them by filling the can or keg 
with water. The roots go deep down into 
the soil beside the keg where the supply of 
moisture and food is constant.

McWhorter, although several classes be- 
hind him never forgot the origin of the 
sewing machine. Whenever he saw Elias 
Howe mentioned as inventor he would close 
his book and tell his class this story, al- 
ways ending with: 

“Now, boys, remember it was not Elias 
Howe but Frank R. Goulding who invented 
the sewing machine.” 

Goulding took pride in his invention, but 
did not try to put in on the market. He 
knew that sewing women were poorly paid, 
and theught that machines, working easy 
and cheap, might make wages even lower. 
But in 1842, four years before Howe's pat- 
ent, Dr. Goulding wrote in his journal: 
“Having satisfied myself about this ma- 
chine I laid it aside that I might attend 
to other and weightier matters.” He lost 
fame and fortune by not patenting his in- 
vention.

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Healthy Californians. 

ALIFORNIA is proverbially healthy 
and Californians are proverbially 
healthy. Sick people come to Califor- 

nia to get well, and well people cofme here 
80 as to keep well for the longest possible 
number of years. The Bureau of Hygiene 
reports that the air of California is, com- 
paratively speaking, germ free. Weath- 
er Bureau is authority for the ment 
that temperature and climatic conditions 
are unsurpassed. The United States Cen- 
sus Bureau points out there are more 
physicians in California proportion to 
the population that in any other State in 
the Union. But as yet there is no official 
report showing the exact part played by 
each of these factors in maintaining the 
State's health record. 


In California there is one doctor to every, 


60) snhabitants. North Dakota has the low 
record, éne physician to 1217 inhabitants. 
The average in the entire country is one 
physician to every 691 people. These fig- 
ures offer a striking contrast to those of 
European countries. Thus, the proportion 
of physicians te population in the German 
Empire is one to 1940; in Austria, one to 
2120; and in France, one to 2834. However, 
at the present time California is far more 
healthful than Germany, or Austria or 
France. 

* 
Square Deal for Babies. 


"Most of the cities in this country are not 
giving the babies a “square deal,” accord- 
ing to a recent investigation of infant mor- 
tality. For in most cities the infant mor- 
tality rate is over fifty, and any excess of 


this number indicates improper city pro- 
tection. 

It appears, from the statistics obtained in 
the investigation, that no city with a popu- 
lation of 200,000 or over has an infant mor- 
tality rate as low as fifty, although Seattle, 
Wash., and Portland, Or., nearly attained 
this standard of perfection with a rate of 
63.1 and 57.7 respectively. Indeed, there 
appear to be only four “square deal” baby 
cities in the country at present, namely, La 
Crosse, Wis. 30.6; Ogden, Utah, 39.8; 
Omaha, Neb., 47.1; and East Orange, N. J., 
48.8. 

Viewing the situation from puother angle 
it appears that: “Of the cities with a popu- 
lation of 100,000 or more, a baby .born in 
Omaha was found to have four times as 
good a chance to live to celebrate the first 
anniversary of his birth as 4he baby born 
in Nashville, Tenn., or Fall River, Mass. 
In the cities under 100,000 and 60,000 

tion, a Salt Lake City baby has over 
ree times the chance of surviving the first 
year of life that a Passaic, N. J., or Holyoke, 
Mass., baby has; while im cities between 
25,000 and 50,000 population a La Crosse, 
Wis., baby has an advantage of more than 
six to one over a Montgomery, Ala. or 
Perth Amboy, N. J., baby. 

“The conditions that cause these high 
rates may be remedied by any community 
that is determined not to tolerate this 
waste of infant life. For instance, of the 
6900 infant deaths that occured last year in 
the Borough of Manhattan, New York, 
alone, over half—at least 3500—may be 
classed as preventable if the New York 
Milk Committee’s rate of 50 be accepted as 
normal. If only six babies in the Borough 
of Manhattan were to be killed or even 
threatened with death by’ a bomb from an 
aeroplane, the country would be aflame with 
indignation. An observer from Mars might 
find this phenomenon curious when placed 
by the side of the calm unconcern with 
which we regard conditions that doom to 
death thousands on thousands of infants in 
this country.”

In preparing the vaccine for this treat- 
ment it is essential that the pollen used 
correspond with thé one causing the dis- 
turbance. Obviously it would be useless 
to give a rose pollen vaccine for a timothy 
pollen hay fever. And considering «the 
myriads of varieties of pollens in the air 
the task of selection seems at first glance 
insyrmountable. But fortunately the num- 
ber’of hay fever pollens is relatively small, 
and confined to family groups which may be 
used interchangeably, within certain limits, 
for- preparing the vaccines. The majority 
of cases of spring hay fever, for example, 
are produced by the pollen from the 
Graminaceae family of plants, and may be 
treated successfully with a vaceine pre- 
pared from any~ member of this family. 

Even when it is impossible to determine 
the exact species of plant responsible for 
the hay fever there are more ways of com- 
bating the condition by the vaccine mé@thod. 
It is known that spring hay fever, fon ex- 
ample, is caused by one of a half-dozen 
species of plants. By preparing a 
vaccine, therefore—a conglomeration of all 
these pollens—an effective remedy can. be 
made. In such a vaccine the counteracting 
pollen extract does its work, while the 
other extracts are inert. 

The vaccine problem is simplified by the 
fact that the hay-fever-producing pollens 
may be divided into two fairly definite 
groups, those that prevail in the spring, and 
those that come in the fall. Two kinds of 
compound vaccines, therefore, suffice for 
the treatment in most cases. 

Pellagra. A 

For the past two years the government 
has been devoting much time and energy 
to ferreting out the cause, and discovering 
a means of preventing, or. curing, pellagra. 
This peculiar disease, which has been mak- 
ing headway steadily in the United States, 
particularly during the last ten years, was 
believed to be caused by eating diseased 
corn, “until quite recently. It is now known 
that this is not the cause of pellagra, but 
that the disease is the result of faulty diet, 
in- which certain necessary food elements 
are wanting. This, of course; suggests that 
the best way to prevent pellagra - to see 
that a proper diet is eaten. 

The government has been meee the 
greater part of its studies of the disease 
in the southern States, where pellagra flour- 
ishes, and where the diet of a large pro- 
portion of the inhabitants is of a peculiarly 
monotonous character. It should be remem- 
bered, however that the disease is not 
eonfined to this section of the country, but 
is gradually finding its way into every State. 
Moreover, according to several medical ob- 
servers. the cases of pellagra seen in South- 
ern California are by ne means confined 
to the class of people who live on a scant 
or monotonous diet. Yet in all probability 
the diet of such persons was improper, even 
thovgh abundant and varied. ‘ 

The report of the Health Department on 
peliagra, and its suggestions for preventing 
the disease, are summarized in “Medical 
Progress” as follows: 


Spring Diet Determines Summer Symptoms. 


tasks and unexplained digestive symptoms 
may all be premonitory signs. These symp- 
toms do not, of course, necessarily mean 
development of pellagra, but, taken in con- 
nection with the history of a one-sided, 
monotonous diet, they serve as a definite 
warning of the bilitfes of its onset. 


Spring Diet. 


“The diet récommended by the Health 
Service for the prevention of pellagra will 
not produce results if followed for a week 
or ten days only, but if continuously and 
consistently used, under circumstances simi- 
lar to its administration In the various in- 
stitutions where the experimental tests have 
been performed it will protect the indi- 
vidual against the development of the dis- 
ease. Necessarily, a rigid unvaried diet 
is wholly undesirable, and the menu recom- 
mended is only to indicate in a general way 
the character of the food to be prescribed. 
Frequently the element of poverty, inacces- 
» sibility to market supplies, of even personal 
idfosyncrasy, may require some modification 
of the Ses table, so that strict adherence 
to its components may not in all respects 
be practicable. The object of the diet as 
submitted is to minimize the consumption 
of the carbohydrate starchy and sweet’ 
foods, and to increase the amount of fresh 
animal protein and of fresh legumes (pead 
and beans.) 

“The breakfast, for quamote, should con- 
sist of oatmeal and cream, without stgar, 
with either ham or breakfast bacon and two 
eggs. Not more than two thin slices of 
whole wheat bread should be taken, pref- 
erably untoasted. Hot bread or biscuits are 
inadvisable. A glass of sweet milk is to 
accompany the breakfast, either 
orange or grape fruit may be the initial 
course. The dinner should consist of either 
pea or bean soup, prepared from dried peas 
or beans, with a méat stock. The meat may 
be beef pork, ham, chicken, veal or mut- 
ton, prepared in whatever manner is the 
most appetizing, preference being given to 
roasting or broiling rather than frying. 


Hamburger steak, meat hash or fish may be 
substituted to afford variety. Care should 
be exercised that the meats are not over- 
done. Of vegetables, Irish potatoes, boiled 
in the jacket or baked, cabbage, turnip or

“A faulty or restricted diet at this season 
of the year is the chief factor in the pro- 
duction of pellagra. Measures to prevent 
the development of the disease shduld be 
instituted during the early spring months, 
according to a circular of information is- 
sued today by the United States Public 
Health Service. While the manifestations 
of pellagra are, in most cases, not in evi- 
dence until June or July, the condition in- 
variably dates from a faulty diet of earlier 
months. Therefore, if due precautions are

Among such warning 
symptoms are extreme nervousness or 
change in the mental characteristics of the 
individual.

of the tree pruning that is in vogue in 
California. It is seemingly done with 
the idea of making the tree symmetrical 
and beautiful—and not much else. The 
great bulk of the fruit is grown on the 
outside of the tree, and very little near 
the trunk, where it should be at its 
best. If more of the center wood were 
cut out, letting the sun and air get at 
the very heart of the tree, the fruit re- 
silts would be vastly improved — at 
least such is the experience of the na- 
ture doctor. 

He also thinks that a great many 
people are raising oranges in what is 
not proper citrus territory. He has 
made one hundred or more soil tests in 
the Pomona and Ontario districts and 
has talked to gatherings of orange 
growers at Riverside and other points. 
He is always interesting and earnest— 
even with people who differ from him. 
If he were turned loose in a political 
convention or a church meeting the 
bullnecks and the brethren would 
alike be talking tree culture inside of 
half an hour. 

‘One of his last exploits was the 
planting of 5000 trees on his ranch at 
Prairie City, Mont. This-is up near 
the Canadian border, in’ the heart of 
the cold wave Country, and it_is not 
unusual to bump into a temperature 
of 50 deg. below zero. Everybody said 
there was no use in experimenting with 
trees in that section, but the million- 
tree man made his selection of six or 
seven kinds, and they are all doing well 
today. 

The writer recalls the adventures of 
the tree doctor in the apple orchard be- 
longing to Capt. Henry King, late edi- 
tor of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The captain had spent over $30,000 
trying to get results from his pet, but 
was drawing out only about four thou- 
sand barrels a year. He persuaded the 
tree doctor to try to find out what was 
the matter, and the only agreement 
made was that Capt. King was to stay 
away from the orchard for a year. So 
the tree doctor went to work. He ana- 
lyzed the soils in different sections of 
the orchard and diagnosed each tree. 
Then he prepared his fertilizer and got 
busy with a squad of pruners and 
sprayey. At the end of the first year 
the crop was 12,000 barrels and the 
second 18,000, which is now the nor- 
mal crop. At first only 38 per cent. of 
the output graded as No. 1. fruit. Aft- 
er the demonstration 78 per cent. so 

traded. With first-class apples at $2 
i barrel this makes a difference in the 
earning capacity of the’ orchard on 
high de fruit alone at $25,000 a 
year, e tree dector insists that this 
difference can be maintained iridefinite- 
ly under intelligént and continued 
treatment.

California lately has entered the 
world’s cotton-producing areas in a 
very important way. The fiber grows 
to perfection down in the rich sedi- 
mentary lands in the Imperial Valley, 
where there is plenty of water from 
the great Colorado River. These cot- 
‘ton fields of Southeastern California 
yield larger crops on the average than 
are grown in any part of the South, 
and the cotton is better, too. 
We are in the same condition as the 


rest of the United States, only more’ 


emphatically so in that we ship this 
cotton away from the State to lL? 
manufactured elsewhere, muci of it 
crossing the Pacific to be spun and 
woven in Japan. A pound. of cotton 
brings to the State a revenue of about 
12% cents, or eight pounds Urings in a 
dollar. The same pound of cotton 
manufactured into some useful shape, 
either cotton cloth or cotton *hread or 
twine, would be orth from one dol- 
lar to forty dollars: It_would seem as 
if there was opportunity here to invest 
a million dollars in a cotton mill in 
Los Angeles that would pay big divi- 
dends to the stockholders. We have 
our own home market to supply, that 
of South America lies close to our 
door, and then. greatest of all, lies the 
great oriental market, to use a para- 
dox of speech, to the west of us, Still 
using the paradox, the Far East has 
more human beings than any other 
similar area on the globe, and cotton 
is the great fabric that clothes most 
of those people. If each inhabitant of 
the Far East would buy merely a dol- 
lar’s worth of cotton cloth a year it 
would be a trade standing for nearly 
$1 000,000,000.

Different people have different no- 
tions as to the real motive from which 
the greatest war in history sprang. Not 


a few look upon it as a struggle for 
commercial supremacy, 


and among 
these are a good many who see in the 
great conflict. an of interna- 
tional jealousy caused by Germany's 
recent progress in industry and com- 
merce. 

However true or false this notion 
may be, those engaged in the struggle 
are looking forward to a peaceful con- 
flict no less strenuous than the physi- 
cal one to take place when this latter 
shall be over. The formation of these 
two societies among the English is the 
first definite step taken in that country 
to equip its le for the great 
struggle that is ta follow the war. 
Nor is there any room for doubt that 
this is following the suggestion grow- 
ing out of the methods used in Ger- 
many during the last fifty years.. In 
the actual conflict going on one side 
borrows tactics from the other, and aft- 
er the war shall close they are going 
to follow the sanie course as to the 
industrial struggle that is taking place 
in the actual war. 

Thete are two plans in the minds of 
the European nations to follow in this 
strife for industrial supremacy. One 
is to form a tariff bund of the allies to 
fight the Central Powers in peace as 


they are doing in war. The other is to 


let things go as they were before the 
war broke out, excepting that the non- 
Teutonic peoples are to borrow the 
methods of their rivals. It does not 
make much difference to America 
which plan is followed, for in either 
case the struggle is going to be terrific, 
and every nation will be ground up be- 
tween the upper and lower millstones 
of its rivalg as in the actual war. The 
nation that is most prepared will be 
the one that will come out victorious 
in this industrial war that is to follow 
the physical conflict.

guarding their own health and the best 
means to pursue to this end. 
American business men are too wide 
awake to let their case go by default. 
They have taken the matter up in a 
very practical way and have organized 
schools which deal with their own em- 
ployees in a most effective and suc- 
cessful manner. The great corpora- 
tions of the country in these corpara- 
tion schools have enrolled a total of 
300,000 employees. They take up every 
branch of industrial, financial and com- 
mercial life and pursue it in a ve 
ardent manner. They form lunc 
clubs, at which only a foreign language 
is allowed to be used. The American 
business man is always practical and 
shrewd. These pupils in these indus- 
trial schools are encouraged to devote 
themselves first to Spanish, French 
and Portuguese. This is because South 
America is so near our doors, and be- 
cause the employers of these students 
are directing their first efforts to culti- 
vate trade relations with the Latin re- 


‘publics south of the United States. 


The National City Bank of New 
York has been at this work for years, 
and more than a year ago this institu- 
tion reorganized its school with such 
good results that some of the students 
have been sent abroad to Argentina, 
Brazil, England, Spain and even China, 
on business connected with the bank.
